Governments as Business Concerns: 


‘ (Second Article) 


In last week's article tnder the above heading altention was directed to 
the huge experiments now being carried’ on by the Dominjon Government 
in the ownership and management of a great railway system, with the larg- 
est mileage under one control in the world, and of an ocean-going mercan- 
tile marine consisting of scores of;vessels plying to ports throughout the 
world. It is n@w proposed to outline some of the business enterprises in 
which Provincial Governments in Canada are engaged. 7 

While some experiments in the management of undertakings which 
may be regarded as commercial had been made by Provincial Governments, 
it was not until the creation of the new Provinces in the Prairie West that 
anything remarkable and on a large scale was attempted. The new Prov- 
inces of Saskatchewan and Alberta had hardly been inaugurated, however, 
before a demand arose that the Governments should take over, operate and 
extend the teleplione systems, 
cously in all thgee Prairie Provinces. With the exception of the Ex- 
changes in the larger cities, like Winnipeg and Calgary, the telephone sys- 
tems were meagre, unimportant and with no great investment of money in- 
volved. In this respect the situation was entirely different from that Bre- 
vailing in the older Provinces. At a comparatively small investment, 
therefore, it was possible for Western Gpvernments to buy out the exist- 
ing private companies and commence the work of creating and extending 
Government-owned and operated systems.

perience of older counrtrics to guide them, and possibly also because West- 


ern people are not quite so conservative and bound by tradition, there was 
a practically unanimous demand that a service which in its very nature had 
to bea monopoly, should be owned by the people themselves.» The experi- 
‘ment was undertaken, and experience has demonstrated its wisdom.

part of Canada, and with the possible exception of some parts of the United ‘ 


States, no country in the world enjoys a more extended or successful tele- 
phone service, nor a cheaper service, than the people of the three Canadian 
Prairie Provinces, 7 \ : 

In Manitoba and Alberta the scrvicé is wholly Government-owned and 
operated, but in Saskatchewan the Government owns and operates all the 
Fexchanges and long distance lings, while the rural party lines are owned by 

_ co-operative companies of the people directly concerned, assisted by the 
Government, and connected with the Government lines and as an integral 
part of the whole Provincial system. Some people hold-the view that the 
Manitoba and Alberta plan is best} others favor the Saskatchewan plan. 
Both are giving almost complete satisfaction in their respective Provinces, 
and it isan acknowledged fact that under the Saskatchewan plan the ex- 
tension of rural lines has been more rapid, and the service equally as cheap 
and good, as in the neighboring Provinces. No one would even suggest a 
return to the old privately-owned systems which are still in vogue in other 
Provinces, especially as cach of the three Government systems are linked 
together and thus provide all the advantages of interprovincial service 
which one large company would afford. 

In Ontario two large enterprises of a business natute have been under- 
taken, and both appear to be rendering splendid service to the public at 
reasonable ratcs and not causing financial embarrassment to the Govern- 
ment of that Province. First and foremost i@the Hydro-Electric whereby 
the Provincial Government, working in conjunction with the municipalities, 
develops electric energy at Niagara Falls, and from other water powers, and 
transmits it throughout the Province, the various municipalities buying the 
energy in bulk and distributing it to users within their respective municipali- 
ties, The development and extension of the Hydro system in Ontario is 
working an industrial revolution in that Province, me

Nor- 
mally the roots are absorbed as the 
time’comes for the cruption of the 
permancnt teeth and the crown, or 
business end of the tooth is left hang- 
ing to the gum. Some day a_little 
extra pressure removes the baby 
tooth and in its place there is the tip 
of the cusp of the permanent tooth 
that follows. If this natural system 
was always followed, a great deal of 
trouble would be avoided. Unfor- 
tunately, many causes opcrate to in- 
terfere with nature’s perfect plan. 

If the permanent tooth does not 
come directly under the temporary 
tooth, the absorption of the root will 
be cither incomplete of it will not 
absorb at all. Sometimes long sliv- 
ers of the teynporary tooth roots are 


ttcmpt is made to extract, these 
root pitces are left to’ wedge in the 
process between the permanent tecth, 
This condition always results in in- 
flammation, sometimes causes scrious 
abscesses, and often interferes with 
the effort of the permanent tooth to 
take ils proper place in the arch. 


Pieces of the roots of temporary 
teeth should never be Ieft in the 
mouth, 


Temporary teeth that are abscesscs 
should always be remoyed regardless 
of the age of the child. When these 
teeth are lost before the time for their 
permanent successor to take their 
place, a retaining appliance must be 
made to hold the space so that the 
permanent tooth will not come in the 
wrong place. In nearly every case it 
is Safe to give nitrous-oxidc-oxygen 
as an anaesthetic for children. Never 
allow a child to suffer any pain if you 
can avoid it. Either a local or a 
general anaesthetic should always be 


given, x

$25,000,000. If there is this loss in 
one province, the total in all Canada 


‘must be tremendous, There ure many 


districts in the Dominion thit stand 
high in weed production. 

Weeds cause a'direct, acitial money 
loss such as those duc to drought, 
hail or frost. There is also a loss in 
depreciation of property badly infest- 
ed with weeds. a 

We do not know the full reason 
why weeds reduce crop yields, but it 
Is well known that weeds deprive 
crops of moisture, plant food and sun- 
light, which cause decreased vields. 
A crop of grain or grass and clover 
seed which contains weed seeds will 
not grade No, 1, and there are certain 
weed seeds which it is well nigh im- 
possible to screen out. Every time 
a sample of grain or grass seed drops 
a grade the price is lowered.

on-a large scale. Every member of 
the community is affected and should 
lend assistance... Farmers, weed in- 
spectors, owners of vacant property, 
township and county councils, and 
governments must work together if 
weeds are to be held in check. 

The problem is how to get rid of 
weeds and keep them out. _First, fol- 
low a short rotation of crops; culti- 
vate the land thoroughly and often; 
prevent weeds going to secd; clean 
all seed before it is sown. 

lf the grain field is weedy, seed it 
heavily to clover and grass; mow the 
annuals and biennials before they 
seed, and pasture closely to keep 
down perennials; followed by a hoed 
crop or smother crop the most. varie- 
ties of weeds will be checked.—F. C.

gain of nearly two million and a half 
dollars over the value of the 1919 out- 
put: ‘Part of this gain was made up 
by the increased price obtained for 
these products during 1920, as com- 
pated with the previous year, 
ter, for instance, sold at the creamer- 
ies at 56% cents a pound, ‘as compar- 
ed with the average price of 5774 
cents a pound in 1919. The total 
production of creamery butter, how- 
ever, was increased from 11,822,890 
pounds to 12,150,000 pounds last year, 
a gain of more than a million pounds. 
There was a slight falling-off inthe 
output of cheese, 456,534 pounds being 
manufactured in 1920, as compared 
with” 520,530 the previous year. 

The growth of the dairy industry in 
Alberta during the last 10 years can 
fittingly be described as marvelous. In 
1910 the total value of all milk pro- 
ducts amounted to $7,855,751, about 
one-quarter of the value of the 1920 
production, ‘The output of creamery 
butter has steadily grown from 3,010,- 
755 in 1912 to more than four times

When the Motor Skids .. 


Sideward Motion Can be Checked by 
Proper Steering. — 

Every motorist knows the danger 
of a stidden skid on a wet and slip- 
pery road. When your car has start- 
ed to skid there is no posilive way to 
stop il, by the sideward motion of 
your car can be chetked, and in;many 
cases controlled, by proper stecring 
and careful use of your brakes. 

When your car starts to skid you 
should turn the front wheels in the 
| direction of the skid rather than in 
the opposite direction. Do not jam 
on your brakes, for that only locks 
your rear wheels and causes them to 
slide more freely toward the side of 
the road. The brakes should be ap- 
plied gently and intermittently with- 
out throwing out the clutch. If your 
engine is delivering a little power to 
the rear avheels you can brake them 
more effectively, and you avoid the 
danger of locking them. 

Many drivers become frightened at 
the first sign of a skid and do the 
very things they shouldn't do. They 
apply both brakes, throw out the 
clutch and try to right the direction 
of the car by steering in the oppo- 
sile direction of the skid. <A clear, 
coo] head will save the day.

Premier Drury was the principal 
speaker at the annual meeting and 
dinner at the Ottawa Board of Trade 
recently. ‘The premier said since he 
had been brought in deadly contact 
with the not head hunters, but hide 
hunters, he was losing some of his 
agricultural gentleness.

Once in a great while we do hear 
of unfortunate people made ill by 
indulging in some canned product. 
But careful investigation 
proves that cither it was of inferior 
quality on that it was fgod left in 
the can after it was ee 

Once in a great while, we hear of 
folks made dangerously ill by a new- 
ly discovered bacteria causing what; 
known as “botulism.” If “this 
poison happens to be present in can- 
ned food, it can be absolutely des-: 
\troyed and the fpod made pérfectly 
safe to cat by ten minutes boiling, the 
time to be counted from the time the 
food begins to boil. , 

Some folks complain of foods tast- 
ing “canned.” ‘Bhis is due to the 
fact that during the process of can- 
ning all foods lose a certain amount 
of oxygen. It is partly due to the 
presence of this oxygen that foods 
have their characteristic fresh flavor. 
Tlic oxygen, can, however, be restor- 
ed by absorption. 

_ Take a can of peas, for instance. 
After opening the can, turn the con- 
{ents into a strainer and let the water 
run off. Rinse the peas with fresh, 
‘cold running water. Spread the peas 
on a shallow dish and expose them 

the fresh air for an hour. During 
this time they will become re- 
oxygenated. 

When you wish to reheat, cover 
with fresh water in a saucepan, add a 
| little salt and a very ‘little sugar if 
the’peas are a bit old, and reheat, boil- 
ing, if desired, gently, for ten min, 
utes. Add butter and pepper or, 
drain from the water and serve in a 
white sauce made® by rubbing to- 
gether two level tablespoons each 
of flour and butter and cooking this | 
till thick in one cup of milk. Add 
one-half teaspoon of salt and a few 
grains of pepper. aa 

The use of white sauce with most 
any of the canned vegetables, not 
only “extends” the vegtable, but ins 
creases the food value. Besides, it 
is one of the many ways of putting 
extra milk, with all its wonderful 
pertics, into the dict. 

Of course, with corn, it would be 
wasteful indeed to drain off the 
corn nik, From corn, however, one 
can make so many delightful dishes. 
It secms to beso cheap just now, 
too. Perhaps you will want to know 
how to prepare it in Creole style. 

Turn a can of corn out on to a dish 
and air it one hour or longer. Puta 
layer of corn in a baking dish, dredge 
it with flour, add a layer of finely 
chopped green pepper and then a lit- 
tle milk and = seasoning. Continue 
the layers until all thecorn is used. 
Sprinkle a thick layer of grated 
cheese Over the top and bake in a 
moderate oven about half an. hour.
